Nature Rambles

As one wanders along a woodland 
trail he can see some of nature’s wonder 


_ gardens and flower pots. 


There is the “nurse log” that has 
been lying on the forest floor for 
perhaps 100 years. On it will be many 
kinds of growth -- lichens, fungi, mosses, 
perhaps many kinds of flowering plants, 
shrubs and trees, all growing from the 
one source. 

Within the logs you could find many 
kinds of insect life, from the termites 
that live in the damp pulpy wood to the 
boaring beeties on the upper side. 
Perhaps there is a dry section where ,the 
carpenter ant will be established. 

If you look closely you will see how, 
this community of plants and animals 
exists in association one with another, 
each living its own life in its own way, . 
yet each depending upon the other to 
build up the whole. 

In some places you will find a tree 
established for many years that has sent 
its roots out in search of moisture along 


the trunk-of the old log until it bas 
twisted completely around. In some 
instances, the rvot’s stock will be as thick 
as the trunk of the living tree. If you are 
careful, you will be able to trace the 
roots of each plant as it penetrates the 
log, each taking the substance that it 
needs. . 

Look around for the ‘‘flower-pots”’. 
These are old stumps, perhaps from 
some fallen tree or one that had been cut 
down many years ago. 

Here one can find many things 
growing. Salal and the red huckleberry 
seem to find these old stumps a fine 
location to serve as the basis for their 
place in the sun. 

In some places you will find Douglas 
fir, balsam fir and cedar seedlings all 
growing out of a stump, side by side, and 
in the fall the mushrooms will grow out 
from the top and the sides.
